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First Step in “Stage Construction " 

Let Surfacing Contract ! 
Highway 24 to Bow River

A contract covering double 
asphaltic surface treatment of 
Highway 24 from the junction with 
Highway 23 north to the Bow 
River has been let to Standard 
Gravel and Surfacing of Canada 
In the amount of $109,071. 

This is the first step in the 
“stage construction” program 
planned for this highway, with the 
primary aim of making this a dust- 
free road. It is anticipated that 
the asphaltic surfacing from the 
Bow River to the highway’s junc¬ 
tion with No. 1 highway will be 
pompleled next year to give resi¬ 
dents of this area their first hard¬ 
top link with Calgary. - 

It is understood that heavy 
trailer truck traffic will not be 
allowed to use Highway 24, as the 
light asphalt would soon break 
down under neavy loads. Further 
asphalt courses can be applied in 
future to oring the road up to 
standard—thus the term "stage 
construction.” 

Three other tenders for this con¬ 
tract were received:

Deer, *153,155; McCallum Holdings 
Ltd., Lethbridge, $165,386, and 
General Surfacing Ltd., Edmonton, 
$176,980.

Brown McDonald 
Dies; Well Known 
As Sheep Exhibitor 

The Vulcan-Champion district 
lost a highly respected old-timer 
in the death of Brown Hugh Alex¬ 
ander McDonald on July 23, 1959, 
in the Vulcan Hospital. He was in 
his 70th year {tnd had been 
seriously ill since early in January. 
His birthplace was Tnymolt, Ar- 
gyle, Scotland, and he came to 
this part of Alberta in 1910 as a 
young man. 

Besides his wife, he is survived 
by one son, Harley at home; a 
daughter, Marlon in Toronto; two 
grandchildren; two brothers in- 
Scotland, and one brother in Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Brown McDonald was well 
known throughout Canada as a 
breeder and exhibitor of purebred 
sheep, both Hamshires and Saf- 
folks. In 1951, at the Royal Winter 
Fair in Toronto he won the covet¬ 
ed E. J. Froyseng Trophy for the 
best pen of four lambs In the show, 
bred and exhibited by the owner. 
He was one of the judges in I he 
sheep classes at last year’s Royal 
Winter Fair. 

One of the original member* of 
the Alberta Wheat Pool, he was 
also a member of the Canadian 
Stockbreeders Association. In his 
home district he will be remember¬ 
ed as a successful farmer and 
stockbreeder, an exceptionally 
good neighbor and a fine man. 

Interment was in the Vulcan 
cemetery at 7 p.m., following a 
graveside service conducted by 
Rev. M. Wuerfel of Vulcan and 
Rev. Peter Dawson of Carmangay.

Some Wind Damage 


Heavy Rain This Week 
Improves Crop Prospects

A very timely rain Monday night 
and Tuesday morning of this week 
brought greatly needed moisture 
to farmlands of tnis area. In town, 
the^earle Grain Co., rain gauge 
showed 1.6 inches of rain Tuesday 
morning and a few miles north of 
Vulcan up to 214 inches of rain 
fell during the storm. 

The rain will help fill the heavy 
crops throughout the county area, 
some of which were beginning to 
suffer from lack of moisture, with 
early sown crops showing signs of 
burning. 

Little hull accompanied the 
storm in this part of the province. 
There are some reports of slight 
damage east of Vulcan but it was 
definitely of a minor nature. Else¬ 
where in the province farmers 
were not so lucky, as radio reports 
indicate that over one million 
acres in central Alberta received 
severe hail damage during the 
storm. 

What damage occurred in this 
area was caused by the extremely 
high wdnds that accompanied the 
rain. Barley and rye crops were 
flattened to the ground and may 


present some swathing problems, 
but, again, any damage is more 
than-offset by the increased yield 
made possible by the rain. From 
the towns and country alike comtj 
reports of large limbs being torn 
off trees, shingles stripped off 
Rouses, fences and some small 
buildings blown to the ground and 
heavy damage to flowers and 
shrubs. 

Power and telephone poles were 
down in several places; ip other 
spots falling tree limbs broke 
lines. The town was without elec¬ 
trical power part of Tuesday 
morning but normal service was 
restored in most areas by noon. 

Winds moderated Tuesday after¬ 
noon and skies were clearing. A 
return to normal July weather by 
Thursday was the forecast.

One civilian to do the paper-work for every two 
Canadians in uniform seemed too much of a good 
thing to Defence Minister Pearkes when he was a 
member of the Opposition. Waste and extravagance 
in the department was then his frequent charge. 

All this was recalled in the House by a question 
as to why, now that Mr. Pearkes has been in charge 
of the show for two years, civilian strength at national 
defence headquarters continues to grow year by year. 
With a frankness that seems to have disarmed his 
questioner Mr. Pearkes replied, “I will be quite honest: 
I still wonder.” 

The explanation may be found in Parkinson’s 
Law — which sounds like a joke but isn’t. This is 
the theory, postulated by the British professor C. 
Northcote Parkinson, that in public administration 
work tends to expand to fill the time available for its 
completion. That is, if there are ten men in a depart¬ 
ment and work for only five, the work will still keep 
the ten men busy. Another part of this theory notes 
that government departments multiply their staffs 
faster than the work they produce, which is the basic 
explanation of the growth of bureaucracy. 

If Parkinson’s Law is a joke, it’s a pretty expensive 
one—costing a good part of $200 million a month for 
Canadians. That is the payroll for our government 
employees — all 618,000 of them. The federal govern¬ 
ment is the biggest employer, nearly 300,000; the ten 
provinces combined employ 230,000; the municipali¬ 
ties, close to 100,000. 

For cabinet ministers, deputy ministers or any¬ 
one else to step in and drastically cut departmental 
staffs is probably too much to expect. Things just 
aren’t done that way in the civil service, whether or 
not they should be. But a highly efficient and fre¬ 
quently suggested method to achieve the same result 
is a directive from the top that vacancies will not be 
filled until employment has been reduced to a given 
figure. 

It is a proposal that recalls the anecdote of a 
general store’s customer who, noting the absence of 
the lazy clerk Eddy, inquired as to his whereabouts. 
“Eddy’s been fired,” was the proprietor’s explanation. 
“Has someone been taken on to fill the vacancy?” 
was the next question. “Nope,” was the reply, “Eddy 
didn’t leave no vacancy.”
